WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
13. — The 


house of representatives by a 
vote 


of 293 to 41 this afternoon passed the 
Johnson immigration bill, suspending 
Immigration to the U. S. 


The bill origina'ly provided for a 


period of immigration suspension for 
two years but shortly before its pas- 
sage the period of suspension wss lim- 
ited to one year by an 
amendment 


adopted by the house. 


The bill provides for the exclusion 


of ail alien* for a period of one year 
with the exception of students, diplo- 
matic officers, relatives of c.tiiens of 
the U. S. and for a period 
of 
six 


months farm workers from Canaoa 
and Mexico, needed for 
harvesting 


purposes. 


The bill becomes effective upon its 


signature by the president. 


The bill now noes to tie 
senate 


where it Is said there will be a fight 
against it.

we need for our own consumption. These and equally large 
surpluses in other lines are needed in Europe to start the spindles 
and looms and factories of those nations— 
AND ALL THE LEADERS OF OUR PUBLIC LIFE HAVE

OUT THE PAUPER MADE GOODS OF THE OLD WORLD." 


While Nero fiddled Rome burned. And while an Ameri- 


. can congress has dallied with peanut politics the chasm of eco- 
nomic disaster has yawned at our feet! 
We call this the most advanced period in the world's his- 
tory. We boast that civilization the past half century has 
reached its highest pinnacle. 
And yet we doubt, when the 


philosophic historian of 500 years hence deliberately records his 
judgment of our times, if the Dark Ages will show blacker by 
contrast or exhibit a more benighted era in the affairs of men. 
With all our vaunted educational facilities it seems no ex- 


" aggeration to say that the world today is literally steeped in 


ignorance. But like a demented age we of this period seem to 
be sweeping forward irresistibly to impending ruin. 
The fatuous beliefs~and false ideals which carried the world 


into the black pit of war, instead of being obliterated in the re- 
fining fires of that great conflagration, seem to hold men more 
firmly in their, grip now than before. 
The masses are groping as blindly today as they ever did 


in all past history. The power of balanced, consecutive thpt 
seems to have forsaken mankind. 
Our own congress and the. 
parliaments of the world are the recipients of a flood of pleas 
for relief, yet none is forthcoming.

dilemma without warning. We of America have been violating 
economic laws as plain and as inviolable as any other natural 
law. We have violated them from the beginning, but because in 
the beginning we were only a handful of people on a continent 
of inexhaustible resources we are only now feeling the pinch of 
our own folly. 
A few there have been from the first who saw with almost 


prophetic vision the very fate that threatens to overwhelm us 
and who pointed out with unerring accuracy every step we have 
taken away from the paths of safety. Rut we have scorned tho 
truths they proclaimed, truths that have been subjected to as 
searching tests as ever chemist applied in his laboratory. 


But there are hopeful sijrns above the horizon. 
No 


demonstrable truth is ever wholly lost. Despite the darkness 
there are gleams of light. Here and there in our own country, 
in Europe, in South America and far away Australia are groups 
of men who are slowly but surely arriving at an accurate ap- 
prisal of the world's common problem and at a sane, reasonable, 
INEXORABLE solution.

In the fulness of time it is inevitable that the race will rise 


to tne emergency as it always has in the p:\ht and avail itself of 
the means at hand for its own salvation.

Twenty billion dollars, or six times 


the cost oE the American Civil war, 
lias vanished into thin air.

i ers have tightened up on credit. And

i ket page reports testify.

The" bigsest loss sustained by 
the 


j American farmer has been 
on 
his 


corn crop. The indicated corn crop 
uniounts to 3.200.000.000 bushels and 
a bushel this year to around 64 cents, 
the price of corn has fallen from $2. 
That, means a four billion dollar de- 
flation. 


Losses on Cotton 


The American farmers' next big- 


Rest loss on his 1920 crops has been 
on cotton. The indicated crop is 12,- 
783,000 bales and cotton has now drop- 
ped in prico |135 a bale, which means 
that the southern planter will have to 
stand a loss of $1,725,000,000 from the 
expected sale price. 


The third biggest deflation in crops 


has been in wheat values. The indi- 
cated crop is 
751.000.000 
bushels. 


Since July 15 wheat has dropped from 
$2.74 a bushel to SI.52. Thus the loss 
has been around $863,000,000. 


Falling prices in corn, wheat, cot-, 


ton, 
sugar and o'ats hfive knocked at 


least I8.0W.OOO.OOO from the prices 
which farmers expected to obtain. 


There has been a steady decline in 


market prices of hogs, 
cattle 
and 


sheep, while . hay, tobacco, potatoes, 
rl«o, fntits and other farm products 
are selling at prices far below the 
htRh levels of 1920. 
Hundreds of 


millions of dollars In value have been 
wiped out in the hog market alone for 
hog raisers. 


While hr-s.-s cattle and *he*$ h*T« 


dron>e:l u e:ord low tertl* for If20, 


the prices of these meats at the butch 
er shops have shown but slight 
de- 


crease. The packers have not lower- 
ed their prices in ratio to the drop in 
the live stock markets. 


In the metals, copper, lead a.nd 


zinc as well as tin, have dropped con- 
siderably, while silver has touched a 
new low record for 1920. 


There is a widespread movement 


afoot to reduce wages in line with the 
drop in market values. 
Manufactur- 


ers declare the war-time*wage cannot 
exist. 
Unfon leaders, under the di- 


rection of Samuel Gompers, have de- 
termined to resist wage cuts.
